Tbe phrase "by hook or by crook' 
may simply refer to au ancient cus¬ 
tom wblcb allowed persons to collect 
for fuel dead wood in the king’s forest 
aocb as they could break off and re¬ 
move with "cart, book and crook.’’ 

Borne trace Ita significance "by foul 
menus or by fair" to tbe contrasted 
uses of the footpad's book or tbe 
bishop's crook. 

Others remind as of tbe expression 
in very early days "by buke o'er 
fcrooke’’—that l«, by bending tbe knees 
aad cringing low. 

Another plausible explanation is that 
after the great fire of I^ondoo disputes 
aa to ownership of land were settled 
by two surveyors whose names were 
Hook and Crook.

It la by indirect methods of observa¬ 
tion that scientist* learn of tbe ab- 
eeuce of auuowpbere In the mono. 
There are various arguments tbat ran 
be adduced, but the moat conclusive la 
that obtained on tbe occurrence of 
what la called tbe occultation of a 
star It sometime* happens that tbe 
moon comes directly between the earth 
and a star, and tbe temporary extinc¬ 
tion of tbe latter la an occoltation. We 
can observe tbe movement when it 
takes place, and tbe suddenness of tbe 
extinction of tbe ftar la extremely re¬ 
markable. If tbe rooorr had a copious 
atmosphere, the gr adu al interpo s iti o n 
of this would produce a gradual ex¬ 
tinction of tbe star and not tbe sudden 
phenomenon usually observe*!. 

This absence of air and water from 
the moon explains the peculiar tod 
weird ruggednes* of the lunar scenery.. 
We know that on tbe earth tbe action 
at tbe wind and of rain, of frost and of 
enow Is constantly tending to wear 
dawn our mountains and reduce tbelr 
hard outlines, bat no such agents are 
at work upon tbe moon.
